« NEW YORK, March 2. -John K. Gowdy,
of Indiana, who was recently appointed
consul general to Paris by President Mec-
Kinley, is at the Hoffman House. He will
sall in a month to Paris with his family.
His trip here is to engage passage on a
steamer and transact some business., Col,
Robert M. Hooper, ex-vice consul to Paris,
and Colonel Alex. Brown, the traveler and
writer, were also at the hotel. It was sald
that Colonel Hooper, who made a splendid
record as vice consul, may be reappointed
by Mr. Gowdy. The new consul general is
a picturesque figure in Republican politics
in the Hoosier State, ard has been chalr-
man of the Republican State committee for
several years. Fine looking and a thorough
American, his friends predict that he will
make a most capable If not a brilliant con-
sul general. Ile suported Majo® MceKinley
for the nomination for the presidential
nomination, and did much to keep Indiana
in line at St. Louis,

T a reporter he said to-day that busi-
ness had Improved very much in his see-
tion. “Indiana is beginning to feel the ef-
fects of confidence and returning prosper-
ity,”” he added. “It is norx coming with a
great boom, but In a healthy, normal way,
Many factories that have been idle have
start. . again and factories that are now
idie are getting ready to begin operations.
You see this means the emplovment of
many workingmen, and better times gener-
ally. In one’'part of our Stale factories are
running by natural gas as fuel and that
makes the expenses less. But not only
business In this line, but in nearly every
industrial department there Is a decided
improvement.

Yes-
terday the thermometer went up to 8 and
the air was oppressive as ever it felt
during the June solstice, With the coming
of night the skies were beclouded and rain
began to fall copicusly about midnight, To-
wards morning there was a cessation of
precipitation and the sun peeped forth from
the clouds as i[ there was to be a repetition
of vesterday. This was but for an hour,
when the leaden skies and increasing wind
told of a storm which came along with ter-
riflc and wrenching force. Men were almost
caught up from the streets before
they could find shelter., Shutters, roofs, ete.,
gave way and for two hours there was
terror and desolation when the tormado
passed off to the northwest, coursing along
the Chattahoochie wvalley.

Reports soon began to come in telling of
terrible devastation. The town of Elakeley,
in Georgia, was almost lifted out of exlist-
ence and people seeking refuge indoors
were as badly knocked around by crack-
ing and falling timbers as were those on
the outside, who were unable to dodge
fence rails and other Hying missiles,

THE SCHOOLHOUEBE DISASTER.

The most shocking story of all, however,
was that which came from Ariington, Early
county, Georgia. It was about 8 o'clock
when the pupils of Arlington Academy be-
gan to assemble. There were about fifty
present when Professor Covington, noticing
the coming storm, called them in for shel-
ter. On and on came the Hln'-q'm with a
whizzing sound, Increasing until it lifted
two cabins across the way into midair,
wrenching them into splinters as a man
would a handful of rotten wood., The =ight
of this so frightened the children that they
clung piteously to Professor Walker and
Professor Covington, who vainly tried to
quiet them.

A crackling nolse was heard and the shut-
ters and swinging doors were wrenched
from (heir hinges. Then came a twisting
and a careenlng and the cenwral partition
gave way, falling with deadly effect upon
a group of children who were clinging to
the professors. The doors and windows
gone, the storm had full sway within, frag-
ments of timbers flying in the air and chil-
dren thrown helpless against it, being
cnught up and dashed against the wrecked
walls. The cries of the wounded and
Eroans of the dying are desceribed
as having been heartrending. While
all this was going on the people of the
town, regardless of the wreckage of their
own homes, ranto the school where they
knew thelr children were, only to find many
of them dead, others wounded and pinioned
beneath the debris. The scenes around
the bullding were most heartrending, as
mothers clas™»ed the forms of thelr loved
children in their arms, heeding not their
bloody and mangled condition. The rain
began to pour in torrents as the
wind passcd off, and the five hundred peo-
ple were drenched to the skin while clearing
the wreckage.
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Some escapes were related,
One little girl, almost suffocuated for want
of air, was lyving under three of her dead
companions, whosg had formed a
bufter, which saved her from the severity
of the blows of falling debris.
STORM CAME FROM THE GULF.

Along the banks the Chattahoochie
river up from Appalachicola there is but
one story of death and destruction. The
storm came from the Gulf of Mexico, form-
ing on the western side and entering the
Appalachicola wvalley, traversed Iits con-
fluent sireams to their source.

DEAD BODIES ‘IN A BOAT

GRUESOME REMINDERS OF THE
WRECK OF THE ST. NAZAIRE.,

—e

Remains of Six Vietims of the Disaster
Found in a Water-Filled Boat
and Dumped Into the Sea.

*

NEW YORK, March 22.—The Cromwell
line steamer Creole, Captain Gager, from
New Orleans, which arrived to-day, reports
that on the passage here a boat belonging
to the ill-fated French steamer Ville de St
Nazaire, which foundered in a storm off
Hatterass on Monday, March 8, was picked
up with six dead bodies In it. Captain
Gager sald that yesterday, in latitude 36:17,
longitude 74:30, & boat was passed filled
with water. After golng a short distance
he recalled the loss of the St. Nazdaire, and,
thinking it might belong to her, turned the
steamer and put back. When the steamer
got alongside the boat it was seen that she
contalned =ix bodies, lylng in a heap under
the seats, and the water in her was up to
the gunwale. The davits were not strong
enough to holst her out of the water, so
the forward derrick was swung over the
side and the boatswain Was sent down to
hook on the tackle. The tackle was first
hooked to the bow, and hoisting the boat
80 4s to empty some of the water our of
her, the bodies were washed out of the
other end, and immedlately sank. The

boat was taken on board the Creole und
brought to port, and now lles at the steam-
er's dock awaiting tha orders of the I'rench
steamship company. The boat contained
some clothing, mostly seamen’s trousers
and jumpers, two woman's shoes of different
patterns, a child's sock, a nipple to 4 nurs-
ing bottle, patt of a bottle of soothing
syrup and some claret bottles containing
freshh water that was found to be quite
ood. There was also quite a gquantity of

‘rench bread, two cases of knlvesa and a
uniform button of the French company's
service.

There s some doubt as to one of the
bodies being that of a woman. The man
who went down into the boat says Ure
wis no woman, while some of the oxcited
passengers who crowded about, looking on
at the ghastly spectacle, said there was,
and the muate was ready to swear re saw
a woman’'s body., Captain Gager says there
was not 4 woman, and he thinks 1trvin the
dress and appearance of the bodias they
were part of the crew and that two ¢f them
were colored men,

The boat is a large one, about foty feet
long, and pointed at both ends. She has
the appearance of being quite old ¢nd is
very much dilapldated, possibly causad by
the buffeting of the waves during ithe thir-
teen days she had been In the water since
the wreck. She has on the monogram of
the French Compangnie Transatiantique,
She had no oars, mast or sail when picked
up.

The survivors of the wrecked stearier
Ville de St. Nazaire who were brought to
this port are having a hard struzgls to
regain their health. (‘ullt:lln Berri, Surgeon
Maire and Engineer Sauts are #till ccn-
fined to thelr rooms in the Hotel Martin,
Their condition is somewhat mproved,
Progress Is also reported in the condltion
of the surviving passenger, Juan Tejida.

RELEASED BY SPANIARDS

Another Ameriean Citizen Given His

Liberty in Cuba.
WASHINGTON, March 22.—A question

has arisen as to our Cuban relations that
will require delicate treatment in order to
aveid working harm to many Americans,
About a year ago the Spanish government,
by decree, suspended the right of creditors
to collect debts, in order to avert the
threatened ruin of the planters, This action
was made the subject of energetic protest
by a number of American capitalists, most-
ly resident in the North, who held Cuban
mortgages and other securities, and thus
saw themselves cut off from their rightful
interest. The State Department was obliged
1o make this decree the basis of a formal
dissent, thus saving the right o prefer
claims for damages later on, Now the de-
cree has expired and the laws for the col-
lection of debt agaln become operative and
there Is another protest, this time from the
American planters in Cuba and their finan-
clal backers, who, having been obliged to
stop sugar growing and cane grinding by
orders of beth Spanish and insurgents, now
see themselves Lthreatened with loss of all
their property through foreclosure, The
point is that If our government protests
against this last phase of the case the first
lose force, while if It fails to

do =0, great hardships will follow.

Another American Released,

WASHINGTON, March . —Another
American cltizen who has been held under
arrest In Cuba has been released. He is

Minority Opinion in Behnlf of Four
Justices—~Ruling Against the Ar-

buckles in the Sugar Trust Case.

+

WASHINGTON March 22.—The Supreme
Court has decided the case of the United
States v=. the Transmissouri Freight Asso-
clation against the railroads. The opinion
was rendered by Justice Pcckham and re-
verses the decislon of the court below and
holds the antitrust law of 18 to ap-
plicable to rallroad transportation, and the
traffic agreement of the pool to be illegal.
Justice Peckham reviewed the history of
the case and stated the conclusions of the
court in a very few words. He said that
the bill had originally been filed by the
gevernment for the purpose of securing
the setting aside of an agreement operating
in the Southwest, which constituted the as-
sociation to fix rates of transportation, to
which the varlous roads constituting the
pool should agree. The bill was filed un-
der the law known as the Sherman anti-
trust act of 1800, The defendants had, in
their answer, denied the government's alle-
gations in respect, especially, 1o the point
of improper intent, and on these showings
the case proceeded to a hearing. The court
below decided that the Sherman act did not
apply to railroads and, therefore, refused
tp sustain the government. It was also
held by the lower court that even iIf the
act did apply, the agreement was not one
looking to the “unreasonable restraint” in
trade.

Continuing, Justice Peckham said that
when the case was brought into the Su-
preme Court the defendents had moved to
dismiss the appeal on the ground that the
freight association had been dissolved, leav-
ing nothing hgfore the court and also on
the allegation that the amount involved
was not sufficient to justify consideration
of the case in the Supreme Court of the
United States. These motions were both
overruled by the court's conclusions, an-
nounced to-day. Justice Peckham sald the
mere dissolution of the assoclation did not
determine the question, as there was still
relief to be had. Taking up the case on its
merits he said the court had reached the
conclusion that the Sherman act does cover
the question of railroad transportation and
that the agreement between the various
roads s within the prohibition of the act.
Hence the decision of the lower court,
which was favorable to the contention of
the railway companies was reversed and
the case remanded.

SCOPE OF THE SHERMAN ACT.

Replying to the oljection that “There is
no language in the antistrust act which
is sufficiently plain to indicate purpose to
repeil the provisions of the interstate-com-
merce act which permit the agreement,”
the opinion avers that the interstate-com-
merce act does not authorize an agreement
of this nature. “There is, therefore, no
repeal in the case,” it says, “and both
statutes may stand, as neither is incon-
sistent with the other.”

The opinion takes up the assertion that
the Sherman act was aimed at only such

combinations as the Standard Oil Company,
the beef trade and the Whisky Trust, and
says they were not the only associations
controlling great combinations of capital
which had caused complaint at the time
the law wag enacted, but that there were

he

. “many and loud complaints from some por-

tions of the public regarding the railroads
and the prices they were charging for the
gervice they rendered. Nelther 1s the stat-
ute,” the opinion continues, “uncertain in
its meaning or its language =0 vague that
it ought not to be held applicable to rall-
roads. It prohibits contracts, combina-
tions, ete.., in restraint of trade or com-
merce. Transporting commodities Is com-
merce, and if from one State to or through
another it is Interstate commerce.”

Summing up the point of applicability to
rallroads the court says: ““While the
statute prohibits all combinations in the
form of trusts or otherwise the limitation
is not confined to that alone. All combina-~
tions which are in restraint of trade or
commerce are prohibited, whether in the
form of trusts or In any form whatever,
We think after a careful examination that
the act covers and wuas intended to cover
common carriers by rail.”

The court next took up the question of
the true construction, assuming that the
law applies to raijlroads. On this point it
said: *““The claim that one company has
the right to charge reasonable rates and
that therefore it has the right to enter into
a combination with competing roads to
maintain such rates cannot be admitted,
The conclusion does not follow from an ad-
mission of the premise. What one com-
pany may do in the way of charging rea-
sonable rates is radically different from en-
tering into an agreement witn® other and
competing roads to kKeop up the rates 1to
that peint. If there be any competition the
extent of the charge for the service will be
seriously effected by the fact. Competition
will itself bring charges down to what may
be reasonable, while in the case of un
agreement to keep prices up competition
is allowed no place; it is shut out and the
rate is practically fixed by the companies
themselves by virtue of the agreement so
long as they abide by it.”" Concluding this
branch, the opinion says: “We conclude
that the anti-trust act applies to railroads
and that it renders illegal all agreements
which are in restraint or trade or com-
merce. It is further held that the agree-
ment in this case was of such a nature as
to constitute a restraint of trade of suf-
ficient magnitude to render it a violation
of the act. “The effect was 1o restrain
trade. no matter what the intent was on
the part of those who signed it.”" It was
stated that the granting of the injunction
prayed for was not intended to have a
retroad T&\'t" affect.

Justicd White delivered the dissenting
opninion In behalf of himscllf and Justices
Field, Gray and Shiras. He said that the
agreement in questlon was not an agree-
ment to fix rates, but to claselfy freights
and prevent an increase or reduction of
them excoepl upon given notice, Hence the
docament was not in restraint of trade or
commerce, To say that it was, was in
fect to follow the letter and not the spirit
of the law. The law officers of the govern-
ment consider that the effect of the de-
cision will be far-reaching. They think it
will result in requiring that all traflie
agreements be submitted to the Interstate-
cominerce Commission. They also express
the bellef that It means a reversal of the
opintion delivered in the Circult Court of
Appeals for the Second elrcult last week in
tha case of the Joint Trafh Association,
the opinion being favorable 1o the railroad
combination,
